Saturday afternoon the Junior 
Vol* played a hard fought game 
with a strong, smooth-running 
team from St. Bernard College 
and came out on the wrong end 
of an 18-14 score. 

The outstanding feature of the 
gafane was the hard driving runs 
of the Vol fullback, Walker, who 
was the bulwark of the local’s of¬ 
fense. The initial score came near 
the end of the first quarter when 
the St. IBerttard boys executed a 
fast and very deceptive pass play 
from the middle of the field. The 
second score was made by the 
visiting team in the second quar¬ 
ter. Walker attempted a punt 
from the Vol twenty-five, it was 
blocked and the ball rolled to the 
two-yard line where it was recov¬ 
ered by a St. Bernard linesman. 
On the second play, the ball was 
plunged over the goal for a score. 

Both of the U. T. tallies came 
in the third quarter. The first Vol 
score resulted by grace of a 40- 
yard pass gain from Walker to 
Dick Goff to the 10-yard line. A 
few play8 later Walker wormed 
his was across the goal. The sec¬ 
ond score was made by Culley 
Roberts on a short drive across 
the * 0” Hne.

The Junior Vols dropped a 7-6 
I game to the Arkansas State Ag- 
! gie Friday night before one of the 
• largest crowds that has seen a 
football game in Martin in several 
years. 

The Baby Vols were saved from 
a more decisive defeat by the great 
punting of Cully Roberts and the 
determined end playing of Dick 
Goff. Frank Walker scored the 
touchdown for the Baby Vols when 
he crashed inside tackle for seven 
yards. Walker and Jackie Martin 
were the only Vols able to gain bn 
the visitors. 

The sensational all-around play 
ing of Billy Mack and Spud Laud¬ 
erdale was too tmuch for the Baby 
Vols. Their running and passing 
combined with a couple of timely 
penalties enabled the visitors to 
score in the third period. 

The Baby Vols were clicked 15 
yards for roughing the kicker in 
the first minute of play. That 
breach set them on defense during 
the entire first half. Red Goff 
averted a score when he recovered 
an Aggie fumble on the goal line 
and Culley** talented toe kept the 
visitors at bay. 

Interference on a pass by Billy 
Jameson gave the Aggies the ball 
In position for their touchdown late 
In the third quarter. Another pass 
in the flat placed the ball on the 
two-yard line from where Mack 
struck center for the touchdown 
and then kicked the goal that 
proved to be the margin of victory.

STUDIES STUDENT EYES 


It is so perfectly obvious that a 
close connection exists between 
eyesight and the ability of a stu¬ 
dent to achieve his peak In schol¬ 
astic attainment that the gravity 
of the problem need only be 
brought to the general attention 
of school officials and parents. 

•Don’t let you eyes get you 
down in this year's school work,” 
Dr. Carroll W. Bryant states in 
the release of his studies in stu¬ 
dent eyesight aad scholarship at 
U. T. Junior College. 

Dr. Bryant, professor of physics, 
has long been interested in this 
very real problem. He is one of the 
younger members of the Junior 
College faculty and was graduat¬ 
ed from Johns Hopkins University 
at Baltimore, Md. 

•Difficulty with your eyes may 
not always be observable in your 
child,” Dr. Bryant goes on to say 
in his study. ‘When your boy or 
girl, or high school or college stu¬ 
dent. is studying, it is easy for a 
serious eye-trouble to escape your 
attention.” And likewise the stu¬ 
dent himself may not realize just 
what is the trouble with him. 

These are questions, according 
to Dr. Bryant, that may aid in 
tracing the real trouble to its 
source: 

Do you have only a vague and 
hazy memory of what you have 
read in your lesson? 

In listening to a speaker do you 
find your interest wandering ? 

In the class-room do you find it 
hard to concentrate on the lec¬ 
ture? 

Of course, as Dr. Bryant points 
out, weakness of the eyes may 
not be the total answer to these 
questions. The student may be 
in love and therefore have a vague 
and hazy imemory about every¬ 
thing except the date last night or 
the date tonight. In case of a 
speaker, the talk itself may sim¬ 
ply be dull and nobody in the au¬ 
dience able to focus attention up¬ 
on what he is saying. And in the 
classroom the teacher may be dry 
or tiresome, or the student may 
not have the remotest taste for 
the subject matter under consid¬ 
eration. 

But it is the nature of young 
people to be alert, attentive and 
to possess wide interests. So in far 
too many cases the trouble may 
be in the student’s eyes. If one’s 
eyes are weak and overstrained 
by much study, the sooner this is 
known to parent, student!! and 
teacher the better it is for all con¬ 
cerned. Surely the correction 
should be made -before the diffi¬ 
culty disrupts one’s entire college 
year. Scientists have shown that 
a person is unable to concentrate 
successfully when too great effort 
is expended for the purpose of 
merely seeing. In order to get at 
a corrective program for students 
with defective vision. Dr. Bryant 
made an extended test and study 
of his classes in the spring quar¬ 
ter of 1938. He found that of the 
total number of students in the 
group under study, only 17% had 
normal eyesight. (Bfcit the assump¬ 
tion that merely having glasses 
fitted is an error; for another 17% 
were fitted with glasses in an ef¬ 
fort to correct their weakness, but 
all of these were found to be in¬ 
correctly fitted. Therefore, as Dr. 
Bryant points out In practical de¬ 
duction, It is necessary to go to an 
occulist with proper equipment 
and experience and training, so 
that the trouble may be met in¬ 
telligently and skillfully in glass- 
fitting. It was found that the re¬ 
maining 66% of students studied
